The cost of constructing 
Ainsworth Road. in North 
Wilmington. according to the 
Town Engineer. will amount to 
about $200 thousand. 

The engineer discussed the 
costs. on November 10 with the 
Board of Selectmen. The costs 
would be high because of the 
amount of fill needed to bring the 
road to the standard width of roads 
in Wilmington, a factor that was 
understood. and not discussed by 
the selectmen.

The Massachusetts House of 
Representatives, Monday, refused 
to vote for a bill which would com- 
pensate the Town of Wilmington in 
part. for the cost of the North 
Wilmington Town Forest. 

169 acres of land were taken, by 
the Town Meeting, after some 
sharp fighting over a period of 
time. The fighting was in part to 
preserve the integrity of Camp 
Forty Acres, established over 
twenty years ago. Partly as a 
result of that fight, and partly for 
reason that voters feared that a 
fown forest with state funds with 
become a ‘no man's land’, the 
voters refused to allow the Conser- 
vation Commission to have title to 
the forest 

Rep. Fred F. Cain of Wilmington 
filed a bill, in the legislature, to 
have Wilmington compensated for 
half of the cost. as it was reported 
in the Town Meeting. Cain asked 
for one half of $169,000, the sum of 
money which the voters had been 
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is called the Self Help program. 


The bill was defeated by the 
Republican Minority Whip, Rep. 
John Ames of Easton. Mr. Ames 
told the House that the bill would 
eventually come to $95,000, and 
that Wilmington was not using the 
‘self-help’ program. Wilmington, 
he said. did not qualify because the 
land was not under the control of 


the Conservation Commission. 


“It would be everybody's 
Utopia’’ Ames said, if a precedent 
were set in the State House by a 


bill such as this. 
Another 


argument was 
presented by Rep. George Sprague 
‘R). who was formerly the direc- 
tor of the Self Help program. He 
called the tactics being used ‘‘a 
bad precedent’ and described it as 


Town Forest funds refused 


told the land would cost. There is, 
in the state, a sum of $1.3 millions 
in a program which was ap- 
propriated in 1974 for the purpose 
of helping towns with projects of 
the type such as a Town Forest. It 


an end run” 

The bill was defeated on a stan- 
ding vote. 

rt Cain. afterwards, talking of 
the Forest, said that, in his opinion 
“it was a mistake to get into this”’. 

Cain believes the cost to 
Wilmington will be more than the 
stated $169 thousand. He ventured 
that the eventual cost would be 
$600 or $700 thousand. 

“Somehow"', he said-“‘we have 
to raise that money” 

Cain's opinion is based on the 
fact that the town took the land by 
eminent domain, and now will 
have to pay the former owners, 
either by agreement, or by court 
arbitrated costs. Former owners 
dre claiming that the land is more 
valuable than the town meeting 
was told 

[t ts reported that the Town 
Counsel made an offer of $3000 an 
acre to one former owner, and that 
the former owner ‘laughed in his 
face. 7

Three of the speakers at the 
Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce luncheon, Tuesday, 
were from firms relatively new, to 
Wilmington. It was their introduc- 
“tion to people from the other firms 
in Wilmington, and it was well 
received 

The fourth speaker was a well 
known Wilmington lady, from 
Dynamics Research, a firm that 
has been in this town for several 
years, and which still has a 
message to impart. 

The introductions were by Carl 
Melander. president of the 
Chamber. and there were brief 
words of welcome from Danny 
Gillis. chairman of the Board of 
Selectman, and from Town 
Manager Sterling Morris 

Tom McDonald is the Manager 
of Marketing for Dymo Graphics 
System, Inc., the firm that took 
over where Photon left off, at 355 
Middlesex Avenue. 

‘Dymo Graphics is a large and 
somewhat varied company, with 

* offices in San Francisco. Among 
its products is a type setting 
system, so that when it purchased 
Photon, about a year ago, it was in 


Jimmy Sartori of Bandwagon, and Sam 


a position to take over and expand 
upon the work of that firm, in addi- 
tion to increasing its own services. 

Mr. McDonald paid tribute to the 
inventiveness of the former 
Photon people. The two firms are 
now one, he said, and working well 
together. Some of the employees 
from Hackensack, N.J. were mov- 
ing to Wilmington, and there was 
reason for belief that there would 
be an expansion for employment, 
by next spring. 

Sam Altschuler was the second 
speaker. He is president of Altron. 

Altron is a firm that has been on 
Industrial Way for a couple of 
years. and is*fhow building a 30,000 
foot plant on Jewel Road, off 
Eames Street. 

Mr. Altschuler described his 
company as being five years old, 
and in the business of manufac- 
turing printed circuit boards and 
wire wrap panels. They are made 
on contract, for the industry. 

The company has about 50 
customer firms, in Massachusetts, 
and it employs about 100 persons, 
in Wilmington. There is another 
plant in North Billerica, which 
employs about 35 persons.

Somehow, some of those present 
had come to the conclusion that 
Bandwagon was a ‘“‘fast food" 
firm. They were wrong. 

Bandwagon is a wholesale dis- 
tributor of novelties and gifts. It 
sells its wares to mail order firms 
in the United States and Europe. 
Some of the firms, Sartori said, do 
an annual business of $25 million a 
year 

Bandwagon has approximately 
250 novelty items it sells. Jimmy 
showed some of them, - and it was 
quite a show. The company 
employs a staff of about 35 people 
in Wilmington 

Sartori was asked if the com- 


pany had ever thought of putting - 


together something that could be 
used by. for instance, Boy Scouts, 
or for local firms. 

He said the company was think- 
ing of that very thing, and was try- 
ing to put together such a 
“package” 

The fourth speaker was one with 
a double purpose. She was to tell of 
the wonders of Dynamics 
Research, off Concord Street, and 
also she had a couple of presents to 
make. replicas of the well known 
Baldwin Apple Monument of 
Wilmington. 

The lady is well known to 
Wilmington families, and she is 
the Personnel Director for 
Dynamics Research.

Drop - In Center 
use has doubled 


The use of the Drop-in-Center, in 
Wilmington Plaza, has doubled, 
members of the Wilmington 
Finance Committee were told, 
Monday evening by the 
Wilmington Council for the Aging. 

A year ago 500 senior citizens 
would visit the place in a month. 
Now 1000 seniors are visitors, ac- 
cording to James Shine, who was 
the spokesman, at least part of the 
time for the Council. 

The new mini-bus is being used 
to carry the senior citizens, and 
one of the items in the 1976-77 
budget is to pay mini-bus drivers. 

Another item in the budget was 
for a permanent home for the 
Drop-in-Center. This was shown 
as $65,000, and there was con- 
siderable discussion before some 
of the problems were understood. 

It turned out that the council had 
included the money in case there 
was an opportunity to get a 
building. at a place they would like 
to have it. The present quarters 
are donated, being ani empty store. 

Shine: told the Finance Com- 
mittee that such a building had to 
be near a shopping center. The 
senior citizens, he said, did not 
want to use the Harnden Tavern, 
or any other place that was 
remote. 

Mrs. Reynolds told the Finance 
Committee that she had a conver- 
sation with Mr. DeMoulas, who 
was willing perhaps to put up a 
building. at one end or the other of 
his shopping center. It would be 
necessary, she reported him as 
saying, that there be an agreement 
with the “town fathers." 


The Wilmington Dynamics 
Research facility is a place where 
things are happening, according to 
Mrs. Bodenstein.

Dynamics Research makes whol 
navigation systems. Sonte are used 
in the Polaris and Poseiden missile 
systems. 

Dynamics Research has some 
very sophisticated computer 
systems, such as the Honeywell 
6000, and a similar one by General 
Electric. One of the things that 
Dynamic Research can do is to sell 
computer services. 

One of its divisions is the 
Metrographic System. One of the 
products of that system is a mesh,

Street (the old Elms Farmhouse) 
has entered suit in the Middlesex 
Superior Court. asking that the 
Board of Selectmen of Wilmington 
cause a dog kennel license to be 
issued-to her. and further asking 
for damages, $50 thousand from 
each selectman. 

Mrs Papaliolsos has a hobby of 
raising Soft Coated Wheaton 
Terriers. She has been asking for a 
kennel license for several years, 
and has always ‘been dented the 
license. She is one of several per- 
sons who have entered a suit 
against the Town Clerk and Dog 
Officer. in Middlesex Superior 
Court. askiig for a Writ of Man- 
damus to issue a kennel license. 
The Town Clerk is not allowed to 
issue kennel licenses in 
Wilmington. s 

The background to the difficulty 
is found in the state law and the 


local Zoning By Law. 

The Commonwealth requires. 
any person having three or more 
dogs to have a kennel license. The 
Town of Wilmington has a By Law 
prohibiting dog kennels. 

No date has yet been named for 
a court hearing. 

Mrs Papaliolios told the Town 
Crier she is also considering enter- 
ing a suit against a neighbor, in 
connection with her efforts to get a 
kennel license. 

If the suit should go to court, as 
seems possible, it will be the se- 
cond time for Danny Gillis. chair- 
man of the Board of Selectmen. 

Some years ago. when he was 
the Chairman of the Planning 
Board he was sued over a legal 
point involving Christine Drive, a 
road off Glen Road. Mr. Gillis lost 
that suit. and was ordered to pay 
$1 in damages.

' Bicentennial brochure ready 


{ Tewksbury now has a Bicenten- 
nial brochure. thanks to the town 
Bicentennial and historical com- 
missions. The brochure has been 
prepared and funded by town 
Bicentennial officials, and in- 

a cludes material researched by the 

historical commission. 

‘The brochure includes a cover 
showing the town’s bicentennial 
Flag. which was designed by artjst 
Peg Stetson There are*22 
photographs of historic structures 
in the town. ranging from the 1736 
Rev. Sampson Epaulding 
HOmestead to the town’s 1891 
bandstand 

Details concerning each of the 22 
structures and eight other places 
of interest in the town are includ- 
ed, together with a map of the 
town showing the location of those 
30 sites, 

Also in the brochure is a chapter 
on activities in the town during the 
revolution from *‘A Short History 
of Tewksbury” Edward Pride's 
1888 book: photographs of the 
town’s Revolutionary War 
memorials and copies of the army 
Papers of Benjamin Saunders. a 
Revolutionary War soldier who liv- 
ed at least part of his life in 
Tewksbury in those early days. 

Mrs. Maureen Kelly. who serves 
on both commissions. presented 
100 copies of the brochure to town 
selectmen at a November 18 
meeting She .said other copies 
will be made available at the 
Patten Public Library and at other 
fovernment buildings and head- 
quarters of town organizations 

The brochure is based on two 
Years of research by the historical 
commission. she said. 

Mrs. Kelly expressed hopes that 

in 1976. the Bicentennial Year. 

Some of the homes listed in the 

brochure could be opened to the 

Public and the map used as part of 

an official tour of the town. 

In a related matter. selectmen 
‘old Mrs. Kelly that they had 
irected DPW Supt. John Condon

Once the plans are prepared. the 
lectmen will meet with the 
istorical commission to discuss 
vy modifications suggested by 


commissioners, Selectman Nor- 
man O. Boudreau said 

Selectmen recently put a halt to 
work on the bandstand at the re- 
quest of Mrs. Kelly. She had com- 
plained that DPW employes were 
removing wood carving from the 
bandstand, and employes told her 
the material would be replaced 
with two by four beams. 

Mrs_ Kelly asked selectmen not 
to change the “unique Character” 
of the historic structures. 

Stressing that most of the struc- 
tures in the town registery were 
listed in the State Historical 
Preservation Plan. she said any 
state actions which might effect 
them would have to be explained at 
a public hearing held by the state 
Historical Commission prior to 
their being implemented 

**We should take similar steps on 
a town level if the town’s actions 
effected any of these structures,” 
she said. 

In yet another related matter, 
selectmen asked Mrs. Kelly to con- 
tact the owners of the 1740 Brown 
Tavern. She will ask the owners to 
write selectmen expressing the 
owners’ desire to continue talking 
with town officials about 
Tewksbury’s buying the building 

an October special town meeting 
rejected buying the building. 
which: was placed on sale shortly 
after the rejection. Mrs. Kelly 
said the owners told her a deal to 
sell the home had fallen through 
since then. and that the owners 
would like the town to reconsider 
the rejection

What is an 
ambulatory care 


center? 


Back in March of 1974 the people 
of Wilmington, in Town Meeting, 
amended the zoning bylaw to allow 
for the establishment of an Am- 
bulatory Cae Center. : 

Everyone knew what was intend- 
ed. There was a field in 
Wilmington, off Lowell Street 
where it had been planned to es- 
tablish a hospital. 

[t seemed a hospital would be 
impossible, so there was talk of a 
lesser type of medical facility. It 
was common knowledge that a 
medical center was being hoped 
for in which there would be about a 
dozen offices for physicians, plus 
room’ for x-rays, and other 
medical facilities, plus rooms in 
which injured persons nould be 

kept. pethaps for a day or'so. The 
facility. the public was told, would 
be open on a 24 hour day basis. 

In the Town Meeting everyone 
voted for the change in zoning. 
There was very little discussion. 

Tuesday. Nov. 18, the question 
came up. in a Board of Appeals 
hearing. Noone, it seems, had a 
definition of an Ambulatory Care 
Center. 

Dr. John Marshall was the 
appellant. He wanted to establish 
an ambulatory care center at his 
home, on Lowell Street, where he 
now practices medicine. There 
were a lot of neighbors present at 
the hearing. They were very much 
interested in the outcome.

statement, the students basic need for aid can be 
determined. 

After this little bit of paperwork, the student 
becomes eligible to accept any scholarship, fund, or 
loan, assuming he or she has applied and been reward- 
ed with such an opportunity. 

Visits to colleges-are often a wise move in selecting 
the perfect college. College bulletins and catalogues 
fail to portray the personality of students and ad- 
ministrators or the atmosphere of the college in class, 
on campus or socially. 

When visiting a college, students and professors at 
the college are often very willing to say a few things 
about the school and maybe even answer a few specific 
questions regarding individual programs. 

Interviews are very seldom or never required for ad- 
missions although they are often helpful and to the 
students advantage. They are helpful in acquainting 
the student with the location and the program oppor- 
tunities offered by the college. . 

For the student with any fluctuations in his or her 
record or any other variation in that person’s 
transcript, the interview is the opportunity to explain 
any problem andperhaps redeem himself or herself in 
the eyes of the admissions officers. 

Applications, funds, loans, and interviews are 
enough paperwork. Combining that with running back 
and forth to the guidance offich should keep any senior 
busy through the holidays. Oh well, Who needs a 
vacation?

The J.W. Greer company of 
Wilmington is in the process of 
moving its plant to a New 
Hampshire location, and at the 
same time is reducing the number 
of employees. The news has been 
confirnted.

[t was at one of the Town 
Meetings held in the Greer plant 
that Herbert C. Barrows was 
honored. for his. long service to 
Wilmington. It was on the occasion
